The Imperial veterans of Vancou- 
ver had also asked that a represen- 
tative be heard; and it was proposed 
to hear their delegates this week. 

Brig.-Gen. McLean suggested that 
the secretary of the Imperial veter- 
ans at Winnipeg be asked that a 
delegate, be appointed and notify the 
Vancouver branch what had been 
done, and asking if that was satis- 
factory. ‘This was finally put in the 
form of a motion and carried. 

Commandant J. G. Evans, of the 
Army and Navy Veterans, Kingston, 
requested that his organization be 
given a hearing by the committee. It 
was decided to get in touch with W. 
J. Tupper, Dominion president of the 
Army and Navy Veterans, asking that 
he take any action necessary toward 
appointing a delegate representing 
the whole organization. os 

S. Maber, secretary of the Soldiers’ 
Settlement Board, was recalled and 
questioned regarding costs of ad- 
ministration and the advances made 
to soldiers. By the end of this 
year it was expected the total outlay 
for the department would be $48,600,- 
000 for loans and administration. The 
estimate of $150,000,000 for fifty thou- 
sand soldiers who were expected to 
tale loans, did not take into account 
the settlement of British ex-service 
men. Many enquiries from this class 
of men were being received. 

About two-thirds of the 4,128 sol- 
diers taking up grants, exercised 
their rights to take up homesteads. 
It has been the policy of the board 
to try and settle men near railroads, 
In that case there were few home- 
steads available for entry. : 

In reply to Mr, MacNeil, Mr. Ma- 
ber said there were no figures avail- 
able of the number of men disquali- 
fied because of inability to provide 
the necessary 10 per cent. cash pay- 
ment.
